NEW CANAL 


An Anglo-Ameri- 


can Treaty is 


Signed. 


w 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The new 


canal treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain has 


been signed. At noon Secretary Hay 
and Lord Pauncefote, th£ British Em- 
bassador. affixed their signatures to the 
elaborately engrossed document. Not- 
withstanding the importance of the 
event, it was marked by severe sim- 
plicity. Lord Pauncefote, accompanied 
by the second Secretary of the British 
Embassy, Percy Wyndham, 
appeared 
at the State Department at midday. 
They were expected, and at once were 
shown into Secretary Hay's office. Two 
parchment copies of the treaty were 
ready. 


The signatures of the duly accredited 


representatives of the two great powers 
were at once placed upon the scrolls. 
Secretary Hay signed first the copy 
•which Is to go to London, and Embas- 
sador Pauncefote was the first to sign 
the copy which is to go into the ar- 
chives of the State Department As 
soon as the signatures and seals had, Q^^te 
been affixed Secretary Hay and-'Lord 
Pauncefote shook hands' and exchanged 
congratulations. Lord Pauncefote care- 
fully placed his copy of the precious 
document in a big envelope, and hold- 
ing this in his hand took his carriage 
for the Embassy. The terms of the 
treaty will not be officially made public 
until sent to the Senate, but the yellow 
journal representatives have failed lu- 
dicrously in guessing at them. 


AH the concessions 
were made by 


Great Britain, and they were made pri- 
marily because the English statesmen 
are ever willing to go as far as pro- 
priety will permit In winning the fnend- 
Jy regard of the people of the great 
Western Republic. 
This 
spirit was 


supported for the most part by the gen- 
erous and broad-minded press in Eng- 
land, which, with a few exceptions, 
commended the new policy of their 
Government on the sensible ground that 
If the Americans 
were going to put 


their hundred of millions 
into 
the 


isthmian canal it was for the Ameri- 
cans, and not anyone else to control it 
In peace or war, without subjection to 
reservations or ancient treaty rights of 
any outside parties. 


An authentic summary of the treaty's 


terms may be classified under six heads 
as follows: 


1. It abrogates or supersedes the old 


Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and thus puts 
an end to the copartnership between 
the United States and Great Britain In 
the proposed isthmian canal provided, 
for by that instrument 


2. Declares that the United States is 


free to proceed to the construction of 
such canal. 


3. That this canal is to be neutral in 


time of peace, open to the ships-of all 
••nations, and that its neutrality is guar- 


anteed by the United States alone 


4. That in time of war the United 


States may take such steps for the pro- 
tection of the canal and its own inter- 
ests as it may deem proper. 


5. That the United States may make 


such.rules and regulations concerning 
the ule of the canal as it sees fit, save 
that the United States agrees not to 
levy discriminative tolls upon the ship- 
ping of Great Britain 


6. In case of a change of sovereignty 


in the Isthmus .the stipulation which the 
United States has entered Into as to 
the neutralization in time of peace and 
*nondiscrimlnative tolls shall not be al- 
tered. 


In the first Hay-Pauncefote treaty 


the adherence of other maritime pow- 
ers was to be Invited. That has been 
dropped from the new treaty 
In the 


first treaty it was stipulated that the 
canal should not be fortified 
That has 


been dropped from the new treaty, and 
consequently the United States Is free 
to do as it likes with the canal—to for- 
tify it or to close it to Its enemies. 


In other words, the new treaty re- 


moves the old partnership or joint guar- 
antee arrangement and stipulates for 
the United States freedom to go ahead 
with the 
construction of 
the canal, 


-which shall be as fully under American 
control as if it were located upon the 
soil of the United States, "with the sin- 
gle exception 
that 
the 
principle of 


•neutralization" in time of peace is pre- 
served, and neutralization in time of 
peace and placing the canal at the ser- 
vice of the ships of all nations that care 
to uso it and pay the tolls.

The Morning Post congratulates both

treaty, and says it is glad that the con- 
vention of 1900 has been revised in ac- 
cordance with American wishes. 
The 


Daily Mail /cars that the feigning may 
ht>t terminate forever a troublesome 
liapute, and thinks Canada ought to 
receive some equivalent for the con- 
cussions which probably have 
been 


made. 


The Daily Chronicle says: 
"Lord 


Lansdow ne has surrendered everything 
without compensation. 
The Govern- 


ment has climbed down from the posi- 
tion It had deliberately chosen, and, 
although the disappearance of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty will not cause much 
regret, many people will sigh for the 
business cabinet,* which Lord Roaebery 


suggested." 


In conclusion the 
Daily Chronicle 


characterizes the new treaty as a "full 
acceptance by Great Britain 
of 
the 


Monroe doctrine," and says: "It would 
be strange Indeed if the Senate should 
object to such a one-sided bargain " 


The Times says: "It is premature to 


assume that all difficulties have been 
overcome, and that the Senate will rat- 
ify the treaty, but England has no rea- 
son to regard the construction of the 
canal with alarm or suspicion. 
We 


hope the treaty will be dealt with by 
our American kinsmen in the same 
spirit of international good will with 
which it ctrtamly will be received in 
Iiondcn." 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—The Westminster 


publishes an ar- 


ticle contending that, even from a Brit- 
ish view point, it is desirable that the 
United States should build exclusively 
and guarantee the neutrality of the 
Isthmian canal, and that if Lord Lans- 
do^tne obtained full commercial privi- 
leges in the canal for Great Britain it 
will not be wholly one-sided. The arti- 
cle concludes with advising the public 
to expect to be prepared to accept a 
settlement which will "substantially 
give ua all wo want, but which out- 
wardly will not appear to be a triumph 
of diplomacy. By the blundering of 
American statesmen we were put In an 
embarrassing position last year, and we 
will show some magnanimity if, for the 
sake of good will, we approach the new 
settlement without a recollection of 
that event. Let us remember that we 
have had some success in recent deal- 
ings with America/ The Behring sea 
award and Venezuela treaty were both 
substantially in our favor, and if we 
get open water in the canal we shall be 
thu gainers by the loss of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty." 


The Pall Mall Gazette takes a similar 


view of the matter, and says. "We are 
surrendering a right we -would never 
seriously think of exercising, but which 
might be infringed at any momen,t to 
the serious detriment of British dignity 
On fhe other hand, it is understood that 
compensation will be found in the ab- 
sence of a heavy toll or tariff restric- 
tions.

The 
ship and crew arrived from the south 
yesterday morning in excellent shape, 
and Admiral Casey and Captain Reiter 
both are desirous of coming up to- the 
dock. The stay of the big ship he're 
will be ten days, and should it be 
deemed practicable to come inside, for 
three or four days the ship will be 
open to the public. 
The Tilley incident is closed. On the 


quarter deck of the battleship, while 
the vessel was still In Pago Pago har- 
bor, 
the finding of the court was pub- 
lished. As forecast in the Advertiser 
one week ago, Captain Tilley was ac- 
quitted, but what was not known at 
that time was that every specification 
of the charges was absolutely disprov- 
en. Captain Tilley was perhaps some- 
what unfortunate in that the sudden 
death of Consul Osborn at Apia, re- 
moved one of the most important wit- 
nesses that could have appeared before 
the court 
Coupled with this was the 


fact that Lieutenant Dora, who was 
second in command, was 
invalided 


home just a few days before the arriv- 
al at Tutuila of the Wisconsin, This 
left in effect only one witness. Assist- 
ant Surgeon G, M. Blackwell, who was 
a passenger with the court from San 
Francisco in the Solace. There were 
others heard, some juniors, but the dis- 
tinguishing feature was that none of 
the civilians summoned to appear be- 
fore the court would pay any attention 
to the request. This has 
produced 


such feeling that Admiral Casey is de- 
cidedly of the opinion that 
Congress 


should empower courts-martial to call 
upon civilians to testify at an> time, 
and to compel attendance. 


One of the cUillan witnesses sum- 


moned was "the son of Consul Osborn, 
at Apia. The charges against Captain 
Tilley grew out of the last visit of the 
Abarenda to Apia, where, among other 
functions, he attended a dinner at the 
home of the consul, where was present 
the goverror of the colony. Young Os- 
born refused absolutely to appear, and 
when the Governor was seen he ex- 
plained that German regulations pre- 
vented his giving testimony before a 
court of another nation, but he said 
further that if he could appear he 
would have no words other than of 
praise for Captain Tilley. The civil- 
ians at Tutuila likewise refused to ap- 
pear before the court at all. 
It develops that fthe charges of un- 


becoming conduct on the part of Cap- 
tain Tilley, reflecting seriously upon 
his standing as a naval officer, were 
made by a Christian woman of Tu- 
tuila She w rote a. letter to a Christian 
w^oman of Boston, giving an alleged ac- 
count of alleged misconduct. A copy 
of this letter was transmitted to Sec- 
retary of the Navy Long, who is said 
to be of the same faith. Upon this the 
investigation and court-martial 
was 


ordered, and although diligent search 
was 
made, 
no evidence 
could 
be 


found, nor evp» the writer of the letter 
discovered. Under these circumstances 
the vindication of Captain Tilley was 
absolutely complete. In company with 
his w Ife. Captain Tilley will arrive here 
In the Sonoma next week, on his way 
to San Francisco. 
"I found everything in very good 
condition," said Admiral Casey, last 
evening. "The coal sheds are complete 
and well stocked, and there is a very 
good outlook for the Island's settle- 
ment. Everything Is going forward as 
it should, and the native people seem 
well contented 
It was my Intention 


after reaching Tutuila to pass oven to 
Tahiti, take coal there, and proceed to 
Callao and on to Valparaiso, where I 
was to be joined by the Iowa. I found, 
however, that there was no coal to be 
had at Tahiti, so I returned by this 


route. I shall take on a good supply 
of coal and sail in a week or ten days 
for Acapulco. From that port I shall 
work on south. 
"Despatches received here 
indicate 
that the Iowa will have started south 
by this time. There seems to be no 
serious trouble at Panama. The Iowa 
landed men and secured the safety of 
the railroad. The Concord was des- 
patched to relieve the battleship, so 
that she could go on south, and this 
change I presume has taken place. By 
the time the Wisconsin gets to Valpa- 
raiso the Iowa will have been on the 
dock and off again, and the two ships 
will cruise north in company. 
"If reports I receive in the morning 


are favorable I, shall bring the Wiscon- 
sin up to the dock. If this Is done the 
public will -be received on board for 
three or four days before the ship 
leaves." 
There was a surprise for Admiral 


Casey upon his arrival in port. 
The 
first launch -to go off to the big ship 
was that of the Iroquois, which bore 
not only Captain Pond, but Miss Casey. 
The admiral was Ignorant of the pres- 
ence here of his wife and daughter un- 
til that moment. As soon as the bat- 
tleship came to anchor Admiral Casey 
left the ship and made one of a party 
which went on an excursion to Waia- 
lua. In addition to Admiral, Mrs. and 


j Miss Casey, there w ere in the 
party 
Admiral Evans, Admiral Glass. Captain 
Cooper, Captain Thomas and others, all 
being guests of Captain Merry. There 


I was luncheon at the hotel, and 
the 


day was enjoyed to the full. Admiral 
Casey said that never had he enjoyed 
a day more than he did yesterday. The 
scenes were splendid, the change' from 


j the rolling surf to the green stretches

•work, and Its report is on the way to 
Washington. It Is said Ijt recommend- 
ed eight sites fot defensive guns at 
points extending from Koko Head to 
the southeast of Honolulu, to a point 
beyond Pearl Harbor. The guns to be 
recommended are, it Is tlMSught, heavy 
caliber long-range rifles wherever ele- 
vations are practicable, 
and. smaller 
rapid-fire guns in positions close to the 
sea; level. 
"We spent considerable time exam- 
ining the most . advantageous sites." 
said Colonel Davis, "and we have rec- 
ommended several that we believe well 
suited for the purpose of defense. All 
of the sites are on private property, 
and If acceptable to the War Depart- 
ment, they will have to be purchased. 
I presume that the matter will be 
brought up at the coming session of 
Congress and funds for the purchase 
-of the property made available. Some 
of• the sites may have to be acquired 
by condemnation proceedings, and that 
takes a long time. It will consequent-

He 
also said that as far as he could re- 
member he bad never come across Lu- 
beck in his bnslnea* operations on the 
waterfront. He was very indignant at 
the suspicion which "had been cast up-

- work of parties wh<r loved him not 
Lewis told High Sheriff Brown yes- 
terday that Lubeck got drunk with 
Rooney .last Monday night. He said 
that he was seen that alght in the 
Aloha saloon In Kakaako. 
Yesterday morning' s> man visited the 


police station. *nd- told a,'story which 
Interested the heads ot-the department 
greatly. He SaTd that- tubeck —' 
ed to Company A of the 
Guard of Hawaii, Captain 
company,'in which company were two 
men named 
"Crazy" Peterson and 


Leighmann. They and Lubeok and 
two or three others always used to 
harfff together.' The man's statement 
Is as follow*: ^ '

"On Saturday morning I was at the 


police station on business and happen- 
ed to meet'Leighmann. who had two 
Very bad bla«k eyes", as well as other 
marks 'of a scrap on his face. I asked 
Leighmann what he had run against, 
and lie replied that a good friend had 
done 'it He seemed to be very nervous. 
He had at other times, to my knowl- 
edge, declared that he had no use for 
Lubeck. 
' 
,'That same day both Peterson and 
Leighman camped on the 
trail of 
Lewis and besought him to get a. ship 
for them, as they wanted to get away 
as quickly as possible. 
Leighmann, 


* Klemme, Peterson and Lubeck used all 


to be In the same gang.." 
'This man's opinion Is that the mur- 
der was committed by a clique of four 
or five men. He does not think that 
murder was originally Intended, but Is 
at the opinion that Lubeck met the 
others on Friday night and started to 
ca.ll them down about some grievance 
he had against them. They then start- 
ed in on him with the Intention of 
"nutting a head on him," and, as they 
thought, killed him. To get away with 
the body It was dumped in the har- 
bor. 
"Both Leighmann and Peterson were 
summoned to tell what they knew at

Lubeck that he had received a tele- 
phone message summoning Lubeck to 
Brewer's wharf. 
McNichol delivered 
the beer to the occupants of the hack 
and told Lubeck that a telephone mes- 
sage had come for him to hurry up and 
get down to the wharf.

HACKMAN ROONEY.

Washington Man

Both President Roosevelt and Congress 


are anxious to learn something more 
about Hawaii. For the past three months 
Frank E. Connor of Washington 
has 


been quietly Investigating the conditions, 
chiefly agricultural, of the Islands, and 
is to make a report at the earliest possi- 
ble date. As further evidence of the anx- 
iety of at least the Department of Agri- 
culture to find out about Hawaiian mat* 
tern, Jared G. Smith received instructions 
Saturday to forward to Washington im- 
mediately all possible information rela- 
tive to the cultivatldn of coffee, fruita* 
vegetables and other products of Hawaii, 
and in pursuance of that request he 
leaves today for HUo, to secure the de- 
sired data. 
. 


No reason Is given for the unusual 


haste manifested by the Department for. 
the information at the present 
time, 


though it very likely has to do with the; 
appropriations to be made by Congress' 
for the coming year for the use of the 
Hawaiian Experiment Station, and may 
possibly have a little to do with th6 leg- 
islation in regard to public lands which 
Congress is expected to make at th!&, 
session. Both Mr. Smith and his assist- 
ant, Mr, Sedgwlck, are hard at work- 
preparing reports on various topics hav- 
ing to do with their work, and their re? 
ports will probably supplememt the One. 
to be made by Mr. Connor, to Washing- 
ton. This latter gentleman "has T>een in- 
dustriously collecting Information relative1 
to the agricultural resources of the Isl* 
ands for several months, and his report 
goes either to Congress, the Department 
of Agriculture or to President Roosevelt 
He has been employed different depart- 
ments at Washington, and his mission 
In Hawaii at present Is a special one, 
having to do not only in an investigation 
of numerous subjects, but also to assist 
Jared Smith in getting the experiment 
station in good working order.

land condemned for the Pearl Harbor 
naval station yesterday. The returns of 
the trustee* to the tax assessor in- 
dlcate an even less valuation—three 
dollars, an acre and the highest price 
given yesterday Is one-twelfth that 
asked by the respondents. Probably the 
most interesting feature^of the day was 


. tije nillng of the court, that'the-Ha- 


waiian' law fixed the value of property 
token by condemnation, at not. more 
than twenty per cent in excess of the 
assessed valuation, 
£"he ruling was 


qualified however by tne statement that 
the court would 'construe this law very 
liberally and allow evidence by the de- 
fendant to. counteract such valuation. 
^Sven from the^government witnesses 
the Bishop Estate attorneys drew some 
admissions of a much greater value an- 
similar sugar lands in Che Ewa basin, 
though they stuck obstinately to their 
valuation of not to exceed fifty dollars 
an acre, on the condemns* laad. The 
lav valuation of $12,496 placed upon the 
land by the trustees was sought to be 
counteracted by the showing that It 
was the general practice to value lands 
at eight times the annual rental. Later 
a lease is to b« Introduced showing that 
'the Bowaett Estate has a. long lease for 
$900 a year, and is responsible for taxes 
upon the value of that lease. The valu- 
ation at eight times the rental value 
would have been but J',200 for the land, 
or let s than the amount returned. T*ie 
valuation of J12.496 is upon over 4,000 
acres,, including the six -hundred acres 
in dispute. 
. " 
Dr. J. S. McGrew was the first wit- 


ness for the government, yesterday 
morning. He qualified as an expert, by- 
stating that he had lived here thirty- 
six years and had visited Pearl Harbor 
about twice a week. "I think the piece 
of land mauka of the railroad is worth 
.about five dollars an acre," said fhe 
witness. "It is mostly lava rock With 
little soil, and I don't believe it is worth 
that much, except to the United States' 
government." 
McGrew thought some 


of the cane land was worth fifty dol- 
lars, an acre, but he declined to put a 
valuation on cane land generally. The 
witness on cross-examination said he 
did not know of any sales of cane land 


..at fifty dollars an acre within the past 


five years. 
The doctor thought that 


lands that" were of very little value be- 


1 fore, suddenly Increased in value with 


annexation. "Annexation brought sta- 
bility," he said, "the boom values of 
lands are going .down again^ now. I 
don't think we are going to have any 
more booms in sugar. We are getting 
too many new possessions where sugar 
can be raised." 


FIVE DOLLARS AN ACRE. 


George E, Boardman, the second land 


expert put on the stand by the govern- 
ment, did not have even as roseate views 
'of the condemned property as did Dr. 
McGrew. Five dollars an acre was all 
he thought It was worth, but with Uie 
wharfage he raised his figures to $20 to 
$25 an acre. 
"The land Is rocky," said this witness-, 


"much stone was taken from it for use 
ns ballast by the railroad. As a specula- 
tion" by a- private' individual I would con- 
aider J5 an acre throwing away money 
for the land on the right of the railroad.

LONDON Nov. 16.—A stir has bfien created by the rumor that Sir Michael 


Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer, would impose another tax of a -hair 
penny per pound on sugar, although inquiries have resulted in discrediting the 
probability of any such action. It is an unwritten rule of the Treasury that 
no industry shall be tampered with two years running, and Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach is not like* to break through hard and fast traditions, however hard 
pushed he may be for funds to carry on the war. Nevertheless, the rumor has 
brouaht to light a curious condition of art airs, which would certainly favor 
the Government should-it decide to take the step, .despite the tax imposed n 
the la-t budEPt 
The British consumer is now buying sugar more cheaply 


than before the'tax was imposed. This is due chiefly to the surplus supply, 
but also to wholesale price-cutting by Germany, where a sugar trust Is caus- 
ing the British sugar trade the keenest apprehension.

From'Railway 


Wreck. 


Hon. W. O. Smith returned yester- 


day in the Aiameda from a visit to Bos- 
ton, New York,- Washington and Chl- 
:ago, and on his return to the Pacific 
Joast narrowly escaped death In a train 
wreck. He intended going over the 
Santa Fe railway to Los Angeles but 
tn endeavoring to get his ticket chang- 
ed from the .Northwestern to the south- 
ern line, he found it could not be done. 
Thir train crashed into another pas- 
senger train at Franconia, Arizona, and 
a scene of horror followed. Many were 
killed an* scalded to death, although 
the passengers in the Pullman car, 
were only badly shaken up, but their 
lives were in jeopardy for some time 
after the accident. 


With reference to his visit to Wash- 


ington and interview with President 
Roosevelt in company with J. B. Ather- 
ton and F. M. Swanzy of Honolulu, and 
R.. P. Rltbet of San Francisco, Mr. 
Smith said last evening: 


"President Roosevelt was extremely 


affable and came from his inner room 
to meet us. He talked earnestly of Ha- 
waiian affairs and expressedv a great 
deal of interest in local politics. His 
knowledge of our politics was full and 
accurate. 'He asked some questions 
about the population and labor situa- 
tion, and spoke of the relations'of Cuba 
and the United States touching the 
tariff, and while I would not attempt 
to quote what he said my impression is 
that he believed the Chinese Exclusion 
act would be re-enacted, and that some 
concessions would have to be made to 
Cuba or something done for that Isl- 
and so far as the sugar tariff is con- 
cerned, 


"Mr. Roosevelt spoke to us in the 


clear, forceful and direct way so char- 
acteristic of him. He showed a great 
deal of interest in the prosperity of 
Hawaii. 


"He spoke of his earnest desire and 


determination that only upright men 
should be appointed to office here. 


"The President asked about the dif- 


ferent kinds of laborers we had, and In- 
formation was given Including the facts 
relating, to the introduction of. Porto 
Ricans. He -wanted to know if more 
Portuguese laborers could not be pro- 
cured from the Madeira Islands, Inti- 
mating that they were valuable labor- 
ers. 


"Mr- Hitchcock, Secretary of the In- 


terior, spoke very earnestly about the 
Islands in my conversation with him. 
He talked freely about our affairs, and 
evidently was very well informed about 
matters here. Secretary Cooper, In his 
recent visit, evidently gave a great deal 
of Information about the Islands, which 
has been valuable to the Interior De- 
partment. H^ expressed a desire to do 
everything he could for the benefit and 
prosperity of Hawaii. He made some 
inquiries in regard to water rights and 
utilizing water on public lands. Our 
call'upon Secretary Gage was brief as 
he had Just returned from a Journey 
and was quite tired. 


"As to the Mackay cable, the dis- 


patches of course tell that the contract 
had been let for laying it to the Ha- 
waiian Islands and that it would be 
here within the next year, and possibly 
by September. I did not bear whether 
an inter-island cable system would also 
be installed. 


"There is a very strong feeling on the 


Pacific Coast in favor of the re-enact- 
ment of the Geary Exclusion Act. while 
at the same time with many -people 
there, there Is a great deal of opposi- 
tion"to the re-enactment. In the East 
there is a very strong sentiment against 
its re-enactment. My impression is that 
there will be important modifications of 
the original law.

LiUbeck bad connected him with the 
movements of her 
husband at least 


once in that time. Lewis stated: that 


did not believe he had been "out" 


with Lubeck at any time, but after- 
wards qualified his statement as fol- 
ows: 


'Yes, I do remember that Mr. Rooney 


and myself went along Hotel street in 
Rooney's rlgr last Monday or Tuesday 
evening — I don't remember which day 
t was — and we stopped in front of Lu- 
beck's house. He was there and in- 
vited me in to take a drink, but I told 
him I was not a drinking man, strictly 
speaking, and did not care to drink 
then. Rooney invited Lubeck to take 
a ride and Lubeck got in. I had a 
package of medicines I had left over at 
.he hackstand (319) and so I went on 
over there. I don't know where Rooney 
and Lubeck 
went, but I think they 


dropped in at the Royal saloon. 


I don't remember having -seen Lu- 


beck since then but once, perhaps, and 
I think that was on Wednesday, in the 
Criterion saloon. There was a crowd 
around, and i think we did have » 
drink. I don't remember having seen 
Lubeck at any time with any rough- 
looking fellows or seamen. He was an 
upright man as far as I knew. 
Let 


me see — on Thursday I went to 
the 


football game and spent the evening at 
home, so I am sure I didn't see him 
that evening. Now, on Friday I didn't 
see him during the day, and that even- 
ing we had a couple of friends at my 
house, and I stayed at home to enter- 
tain them." 
The latter part of Mr. Lewis' state- 


ment was corroborated by the friends 
referred to. who said they had been at 
Mr. Lewis' house until 9 or 9:30 o'clock. 


PORTUGUESE 


SHOT HIS WIFE

The price paid for the cruisers and tor- 


pedo boats Is given as $5,000,000. 
This 


makes u»e transaction a profitable one 
for Russia, aa three cruisers alone re- 
cently cost China $6,500,000. These vesseTs 
comprised China's Pel-Tang squadron, 
which China found an expensive and un- 
necessary luxury. 
The Japan "Timea"1 reports the vessels 


sold to France to be the cruisers Klehwel 
and Klenan, now nearly completed at 
Foo Chow. China started work on the 
vessels by the advice of'Frenchmen, the 
material being Imported from France. Be.- 
ing unable to pay for the materials and 
salaries of the French experts, an ar- 
rangement has been..made through the 
French Embassy 
for discharging the 


debts by turn'.ng the vessels over to 
France.
